Plenty of moisture—too much 


in some areas—has brightened 
the hay and forage outlook for 
livestock men in Southwest 
Arkansas. Soybeans on well 
drained soil are doing very well, 
while some on poorly drained soil 
are dead or dying. 


In a series of special crop 


reports by Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service Agents in the 
area, the following observations 
were made: 


Miller County soybeans are 


doing well except for some fields 
which drowned out. Alfalfa hay 
has been hurt by excessive rain 
and the last cutting of Bermuda 
hay was overmature because of 
wet ground keeping the har- 
vesters out. 


In Sevier County, soybeans are

It was learned Tuesday that 


Secretary of the Army Robert 
F. Froehlke, in his first in- 
volvement with the My I,ai af- 
fair since being sworn in July 
1, sent letters last week to the 
nine officers and enlisted men, 
notifying them of the planned 
administrative punishment. 


At the same time, it was 


learned, 
Froehlke 
decided 


against administrative punish- 
ment for five other officers also 
charged with covering up the 
1968 massacre. 


The 
Army 
acknowledged 


Froehlke has made a decision 
in the case, but refused to dis- 
cuss the report. 


Pentagon sources say the five 


officers were told they would 
be censured or reprimanded. 
Some also were notified they 
are to be stripped of medals for 
valor and merit earned while 
serving with the American Divi- 
sion at the time of the My Lai 
incident. The officers range in 
rank from a full colonel to cap- 
tain. 


The four enlisted men were 


told they will be given honor- 
able discharges, it was learned, 
whether they had planned to 
leave the Army or not. 


At the time the Army marked 


the men's files for further in- 
vestigation, officials said the 
purpose was to determine 
whether the officers' and en- 
listed men's performances had 
met Army standards. 


Each of the nine was given 30 


days to submit a defense and to 
show cause why the dis- 
ciplinary action should not be 
taken. 


The enlisted men facing dis- 


charge are: Staff Sgt. Kenneth 
L. Hodges, 26, of Dublin, Ga.; 
Pvt. Max D. Hutson, 24, Attica, 


Ind.; Cpl. Kenneth Schiel, 24, 
Swartz Creek, Mich., and Sgt. 
Esequiel Torres, 23, Browns- 
ville, Tex. 


Names of the 
officers -in- 


volved were not disclosed. 


Staff Sgt. David Mitchell, 31, 


of St. Francisville, La., the only 
other enlisted man from the 
platoon led by 1st Lt. William 
L. Galley at My Lai still in the 
service, will be allowed to con- 
tinue his Army career. Mitchell 
has been acquitted by a court- 
martial of criminal charges. 


Galley was convicted of pre- 


meditated murder of 102 Viet- 
namese civilians and given a 
life sentence which is now un- 
der review. Twenty-four other 
officers and enlisted men origi- 
nally were charged either with 
involvement in the massacre or 
covering it up. 


Bars License 
to Oklahoma 
Osteopath 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) -Osteo- 


paths from other states cannot 
be licensed to practice in Ar- 
kansas under the reciprocity 
law that applies to medical doc- 
tors, according to a decision by 
the state Medical Board. 


The decision was made in 


connection with efforts by Dr. 
Robert G. Gillson of Poteau, 
Okla., an osteopath who sought 
to be licensed in Arkansas so 
he could operate a branch of 
his clinic part-time at Waldron, 
Ark. 
Waldron (Ouachita Coun- 


ty) is about 25 miles from the 
Oklahoma state line and has a 


shortage of medical help. 


Gillson sought to obtain at! 


Arkansas license under a law 
passed by the 1971 General As- 
sembly that grants full medical 
privileges to osteopaths. Previ- 
ously, Arkansas was one of on- 
ly three states that withheld 
full privileges of medical prac- 
tice from osteopaths. Gov. Dale 
Bumpers said the law would 
encourage osteopaths to stad 
practices in Arkansas, thereby 
aiding in the critical shortage 
of doctors in rural areas. 


Dr. Joe Verser of Harrisburg, 


secretary of the state Medical 
Board and a leading opponent 
of the new law, notified Gillson 
he was not eligible for a li- 
cense. 


Verser said Gillson could re- 


ceive a license if he took the 
state medical examination.

IMF Silence 
May Signify 
a Frown 
WASHINGTON (AP) - In 


what could be a frown of dis- 
approval, 
the 
International 


Monetary Fund has yet to react 
to removal of the U.S. dollar 
from its free convertibility to 
gold. 


A spokesman for the 18-na- 


'ion organization said its 20- 
member executive board still is 
considering the action Presi- 
dent Nixon took Sunday. 


The board met twice Monday 


but failed to meet again Tues- 
day, 
indicating 
differences 


among members checking with 
home governments. No further 
meetings have been scheduled. 


When West Germany floated 


its mark on the world monetary 
markets 
two years ago and 


again this year to relieve pres- 
sure by speculators, the IMF 
did not approve the action be- 
cause 
it 
violated 
technical 


agreements 
of 
members 
to 


maintain the par value of their 


currencies. 


The IMF, created along with 


the World Bank after World 
War II, oversees monetary re- 
lations in the non-Communist 
world. 


IMF sources said the United 


States can buv or sell either 
gold or other currencies to sup- 
port the value of the dollar. 
Since Nixon suspended 
gold 


transactions to support the dol- 
lar, the IMF apparently feels 
the United States should pur- 
chase foreign currencies such 
as the mark or the Japanese 
yen. 


But this is contrary to the 


U.S. Treasury directive which 
seeks 
to improve 
the com- 


petitive position of U.S. exports 
in terms of foreign currencies. 


Asian diplomats here repre- 


senting countries with heavy 
U.S. dollar reserves instead of 
gold to back their currency ex- 
pect a new alignment of cur- 
rency more flexible than the 
present IMF system, perhaps 
with a 5-per-cent fluctuation. 


Presently, a nation is obliged 


to buy dollars if its currency 
varies more than 1 per cent up- 
ward or downward from the 
fixed relation to the U.S. dollar.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Orga- 


nized labor, suspicious and con- 
fused about President Nixon's 
wage-price-rent freeze and a 
call for no strikes during the 
freeze, is bracing for a face-to- 
face showdown meeting with 
administration leaders. 


Labor leaders already had a 


long list of issues to be clarified

"Mr. Meany appears to be 


sadly out of step with the needs 
and desires of America's work- 
ing men and women," 
said 


Hodgson. 


Shultz, director of the White 


House Office of Management 
and Budget, and Hodgson are 
to meet with the AFL-CIO's 35- 
man executive council to an- 
swer questions about the freeze 
and strike moratorium. 


The 
federation, Teamsters 


and United Auto Workers un- 
ions had no immediate com- 
ment on Counts' request, which 
was underlined by the hint of 
legal action to enforce a no- 
strike period. 


"A strike or lockout may be 


considered 
as 
anti-stabilizing 


and a violation of the Economic 
Stabilization Act," Counts said. 
But he said voluntary com- 
pliance would be sought in all 
cases. 


Leaders of the 13.6-million- 


member 
labor 
federation 


voiced a host of questions and 
criticisms in advance of the 
meeting. 


"We want to know what hap- 


pens to all these labor con- 
tracts in existence including the

Labor leaders at the meeting 


also are expected to ask Shultz 
and Hodgson about the effect of 
freezing wages, but letting 
some food prices escape the 
price freeze.

tend to unprocessed food even 
though the average 
working 


family spends 28 per cent of its 
total take-home pay for food," 
said Pfesident Floyd Smith of 
the AFI/-CIO International As- 
sociation of Machinists, one of 
the federation's executive coun- 
cil members. 


"Obviously, it will be far eas- 


ier for employers to enforce an 
effective wage freeze than for 
scattered 
multitudes of con- 


sumers to enforce an effective 
price freeze," Smith added.

Smith, whose union had start- 


ed negotiating new contracts 
for many of the nation's 225,000 
aerospace and airline workers, 
said the freeze is unfair to 
many workers. 


"Especially glaring will be 


the inequities that will be left 
hanging between industries, 
such as steel and automobile in 
which long-term contracts have 
already been ratified and those, 
such as aerospace, in which ne- 
gotiations are just getting start- 
ed," Smith said. 


"In effect, the nation's chief 


executive has become the na- 
tion's chief strikebreaker," he 
said.

the spleen is involved. This 
is even more likely if a per- 
son requires frequent blood 
replacements, as seems to 
be your case. The spleen 
sometimes destroys cells at 
an increased rate and re- 
moval of the spleen 
may 


help. 


The injected red cells can 


be tagged with radioactive 
chromium 
(made radioac- 


tive). Then one can deter- 
mine how long the cells last 
after 
the 
transfusion 
and 


count the amount of radio- 
activity lhat develops over 
the spleen and liver. If the 
spleen is d e s t r o y i n g too 
many cells, the count will be 
higher over the spleen. If 
this is the case, removing 
the spleen may d e c r e a s e 
m a r k e d l y the number of 
transfusions

eventually they may not be 
required at all. 


In other instances, a large 


spleen may be depressing 
the bone marrow's ability to 
form blood cells. This is a 
bit more difficult to deter- 
mine. I must caution you, 
however, that in many cases 
the spleen does not have 
anything to do with the prob- 
lem. My r e m a r k s on the 
spleen in this problem are 
based on comments by Dr. 
Carl Moore, renowned hema- 
tologist from Barnes Hos- 
pital in St. Louis. Perhaps 
you have had your spleen's 
activity c h e c k e d , but the 
frequent transfusions you 
describe make it essential 
that you have a complete

It 
is the first visit to Syria by an 
Egyptian president in 10 years. 


Sadat's predecessor, the late 


President Gamal Abdel Nasser, 
visited Damascus in 1961 short- 
ly before a revolt by Syrian of- 
ficers took Syria out of the 
United Arab Republic which 
Egypt and Syria had formed 
four years before. 


Nasser conceived the feder- 


ation idea, and Sadat, Assad 
and Kaddafi have vowed to 
make it a success. The Suda- 
nese government is preparing 
to join the federation, perhaps 
by the end of the year, and sent 
a high-level observer to the 
conference. 


The new state is to be called 


the Federation or Arab Repub- 
lics. It will include about 42 
million people, with Egypt hav- 
ing a population more than six 
times the other two combined. 


The people of the three coun- 


tries are to vote in a plebiscite 
Sept. 1 to approve the federal 
constitution 
and 
the 
feder- 


ation's fundamental principles. 


More Firms 
Enter Howard, 
Gibson Case 


TEXARKANA, Tex. (AP) - 


U.S. Dist. Judge William Wayne 
Justice has issued an order al- 
lowing three intervenor plain- 
tiffs in the Howard-Gibco class

action suit against H. R. Gibson 
Sr. and others to enter the suit 
as intervenors. 


The order was issued Monday 


j and only allowed the three ad- 


ditional plaintiffs to enter the 
action as intervenors. 


The intervenors, Doranne of 


California, Inc. doing business 
as Embassy Giftware; Eddie 
Parker, doing business as Eddie 
Parker Sales, Dallas; and Mel 
Ash, also of Dallas, charged that 
Gibson and the defendants eith- 
er received or paid kick-backs 
and rebates as a condition to 
doing business 
with Gibson 


franchise stores and exhibiting 
merchandise at quarterly trade 
shows sponsored by Gibson. 


The complaint also charges 


price discrimination, restraint 
of trade, entering into illegal ty- 
ing arrangements, devising, en- 
tering into and carrying out un- 
fair methods of competition, 
committing fraudulent and un- 
competetive acts against the 
plaintiffs and other violations of 
the Sherman-Clayton Act. 


The intervenors' suit charges 


that the violations resulted in 
loss of profit and investment, 
loss of value to and or damage 
to their businesses, increased 
expenses for supplies, product 
services and advertising and 
trade show rentals, advertising 
charges, free merchandise, and 
other direct and indirect co- 
erced payment. 


Both the intervenors' suit and 


the original suit filed by How- 
ard-Gibco charged that suppliers 
and manufacturers who did not 
comply with demands for kick- 
backs, rebates, advertising pay- 
ments, free merchandise, etc. 
were victimized by "so-called 
quality control power" of H. R. 
Gibson. The quality control pro- 
vision was a part of all fran- 
chise store agreements 
with 


Gibson Products Inc., the firm 
H. R. Gibson heads. 


The intervenors' suit states 


that the plaintiff, Embassy Gift- 
ware, received "this type of 
treatment" from Gibson. It also 
states that an Embassy Gift- 
ware sales representative was 
told he must pay a 2 per cent 
kickback to Gibson, and upon 
complying, the kickback was 
soon increased to 5 per cent. 


The suit then alleges that 


when Embassy representatives 
expressed dissatisfaction with 
( 


the arrangement the company 
was refused the right to exhibit 
' 


merchandise at the 1971 trade ' 
show and that a competing cer- ( 
amics distributor obtained ex- ( 
elusive right by paying rebates 
( 


and kickbacks. It also alleges

that plaintiffs Eddie Parker was : 
victimized in a similar manner. ' 


The plaintiffs asked that judg- i 


ment be awarded the class for ( 
actual damage suffered and to ( 
be tripled in accordance with t 
the antitrust laws.

sion's action in court.
